THE HOLSTEIN AND HER MILK.. 

In an article on page 436, referring 
to the testing of the dairy breeds at 
St. Louis, Mo., Mr. Morse says there 
are some facts that did not get into 
the official report, and mentions that, 
while the Jerseys were ready to start 
May 6, the test began June 16, thus 
giving the advantage to newly fresh- 
ened Holsteins. May I also mention a 
fact not in the official report? Jerseys 
were selected one by one from Massa- 
chusetts to Oregon and from Wisconsin 
to Tennessee. To quote from a Jersey 
publication, ‘*‘ Never was more intelli- 
gent and eareful care lavished upon 
animals. No athlete was ever better 
trained for a contest than has been 
the herd of Jerseys for a solid year. 
Though 25 cows will participate in the 
test, 40 were chosen. They were as- 
sembled at Jersevville. Tll.. a vear ago, 
and have hecome acclimated. Last 
December they were moved to St. 
Louis. ’’ 


This was the herd, fitted and accli- 
mated, at a large expense—given by 
some papers at the time as $600 per 
cow. not inelusive of the value of the 
cow herself—pitted against 15 cows, 
largely untried, owned by three enthu- 
siastie breeders of Holstein-Friesians. 
In view of the results too well known 
to need recapitulation, what a wonder- 
ful vietorv! What conelusive evidence 
of the value of the Jersey cow in the 
hands of the farmer. 


However, this is not my reason for 
writing. T am surprised that a man 
of the ability of Mr. Morse should 
write as he does in the last paragraph 
of the article already cited. Wouldn’t 
it show more consistent reasoning if 
Mr. Morse likened wormy apples’ to 
unsanitary milk and insisted that ap 
ples to be salable should contain a cer- 
tain pereentage of sugar? Why not 
make it a erime to sell potatoes con 
taining less than a definite amount of 
starch? Such standards every man 
would recognize as foolish and absurd, 
and just as absurd is a standard which 
interferes with the sale of pure milk 
as it comes from the cow. Mr. Morse 
asks ‘‘why should not the dairyman 
keep his cows healthy, his stables clean 
and. incidentally. produee milk of good 
value as food?’’ He should. And if 
there is a cow capable of producing

‘milk of good value for food’’ that 
cow is the Holstein cow. 


The root of the whole trouble in the 
milk fuestion is the mistaken idea that 
milk is simply a vehicle for conveying 
a certain amount of fat. This is what 
legislators are usually talking about 
when they try to make rules governing 
the milk supply. The R. N.-Y. would 
do a great service to all concerned by 
bringing home to the people the fun- 
damental truth, that the work of a 
cow is not first and foremost to pro- 
duce the most perfect all-around food 
existing in nature—and to produce this 
food in such form that no element in it 
shall be physiologically out of balance 
with other elements. As to whether 
Holstein milk meets the requirements 


just stated let me quote from men. 


whose opinion is of greater value than 
mv own. 

Dr. Thomas Rotch, Professor of Pe- 
diatrics, Harvard Medical School, says, 
‘‘Now from a medical point of view 
the Holstein milk is exactly what we 
find best for infant feeding, and is an 
extremely good milk for anyone to 
drink.’’ Dr. J. A. Gilbert, author of 
‘“The Choice of Cow’s Milk,’’ writes, 
‘¢The milk richest in cream is not the 
most nutritious. for the simple reason 
that it is less easily digested than a 
milk in which the fat percentage is 
low. and Holstein milk most nearly fills 
the requirements of good milk.’’ Dr. 
Lamson Allen, Worcester, Mass., gives 
his opinion as follows: ‘‘ After a care- 
ful investigation and study of the sub- 
ject of milk T find that the milk of the 
Holstein cow contains more nutrients 
in its fats and its solids not fat, both 
for the infant and adult, than that of 
anv other breed. Tt has the largest 
element of vitaliy in is make-up, and 
moreover the freedom of the Holstein 
from tubereulosis makes it of superior 
value applying to the adult, the con- 
valescent, the healthy, as well as the 
infant in equal ratio. Seores of simi 
lar opinions might be quoted, but it 
is unnecessary. especially to those who 
have given the matter study, and. in 
view of the facts, a law, liable to be 
broken by natural and unforeseen fluc- 
tuations in test is detrimental to the 
best interests of both producer and 
consumer.—Charles S. Aiken, Vermont, 
in Rural New York.

On the sire’s side will be found Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Padline and a brother of 
Paul Beets DeKol by the same sire. He 
is now the sire of two 30 Ib. daughters 
as is Paul Beets DeKol. 

The dam of the King of the Butter 
Kings, Pontiac Ragapple, has an own 
sister Pontiae Clothilde DeKol 24, 
who has completed a reeord of over 30 
lbs. This gives Pontiac Korndyvke two 
30 Ib. daughters and makes  Pontiae 
Chothilde DeKol, a grandson of this 
voung sire, the only cow in the world 
that is the dam of two 30 Ib. daugh- 
ters. Hengerveld DeKol has now two 
30 Ib. daughters, one of them a junior 
four-year-old, which is the world’s ree- 
ord, His brothers, DeKol Burke and 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count DeKol 
are two more of the five sires in this 
pedigree that have sired two 30 Ib.

Socialism As a Recent Movement. 

We of the present time are for the 
most part, only interested in recent 
thoughts and movements. While 
Socialism is as old ag the teachings and 
laws asevibed to Moses; and while Plato 
and a long line of Utopian writers nave 
wiitten on this subject we have no moral 
right to include their views in accounts 
of present day socialism. This is set 
forth in two new books published with- 
in the present year. *The authors of 
these works are present-day Socialists 
and prominent in the Social Democratic 
party of this country. They are men 
of unquestioned reputation for honesty 
and truth, and they have no political 
axes to grind. Doubtless both expect 
to be misrepresented by the newspapers 
under the control of our privileged 
classes—the great manufacturers, eap- 
italists and so-called financiers, as well 
as the leaders of both the Republican 
and Democeratie parties. They also 
probably expect to be misunderstood 
‘by the apathetic—those who take their 
opinions from these party papers. Says 
Edward Clodd, in his great little book 
‘‘The Story of Primitive Man,’’ 
‘*Vested interests and apathy have 
been the foes of advancement from 
earliest historical time to the present 
day.’’ 

But, what is Socialism and what 
does it stand for in the vear 1909? It 
is a movement of the people and it 
stands for ‘fa government of the peo- 
ple. by the people, for the people.’’ It 
does not stand for ‘‘dividing up’’ nor 
for anarchism. Spargo in his opening 

hapter says, ‘fIt is not a long time 
since the kindest estimate of Socialism 
hy the average man was expressed by 
henezer Elliott, ‘The Corn-Law Rhy- 


mer? the onee familiar cynical dog- 
gerel: 

*Socialism John Spargo—a new 
and revised edit! \nd Soealism in 
Theory and Praci' oth published 
by The MaeMillan Company, New 
York. 


What is a Socialist? One who is 
willing 

To give up his penny and pocket your 
shilling. 

There was another view, brutally 
unjust and unkind, expressed’ in 
blood--eurdling cartoons represent- 
ing the Socialist as a bomb- 
throwing assassin. Both these views 
are now, happily, well-nigh extinct. 
There is still a great deal of miscon- 
ception of the meaning of Socialism; 
the ignorance coneerning it which is 
manifested upon every hand is often 
disheartening. It is true that the av- 
erage newspaper editorial confounds 
Socialism with Anarchism, often enlist- 
ing the prejudice which exists against 
the most violent forms of Anarchism. 
though the two systems of thought 
are fundamentally opposed to each 
other.’’ 

Socialism, first and foremost, stands 
for universal peace among nations. At 
the recent national peace congress held 
in Chiedgo. A. M. Simons, editor of The 
Daily Socialist. published in this city, 
introduced — resolutions which were 
drafted by Rev. Carl D. Thomson, a 
well-known Socialist and formerly 
member of the Legislature of Wiscon- 
sin, among which were the following: 

Resolved, that the peace congress point 
out that causes of war lie deep in the 
industrial and economic life of the na- 
tions. That the burdens of war rest 
most heavily upon the working class 
and that elass particularly is con- 
cerned in the efforts to establish inter- 
national harmony and should always 
and everywhere be especially urged to 
take up the eause of international 
peace. 

Resolved, That this eongress reecog- 
nize in the international political or 
vanization of the working class, the 
international Socialist movement with 
its 470 representatives in the national 
parliaments of the world, its thousands 
of officials in lesser legislative bodies. 
its nine millions of affiliated labor or- 
ganizations—all openly and avowedly 
committed to uneompromising opposi- 
tion to militarism and capitalistic wars 
—the greatest peace force in the world. 

These resolutions although breathing 


the atmosphere of universal interna- 
tional peace met the opposition of 
vested interests and were therefore, 
tabled, but a compromise was finally 
effected, and the following was adopted 
throuhg the influence of Dr. Trueblood 
of Boston, who had pledged that Social- 
ists should have some recognition: 

‘*Resolved, That the national peace 
congress recognizes the efficient efforts 
for peace by the workers of the world 
internationally organized.’’ 

Carl D. Thomson addressed one of 
the sessions of this eongress. I give 
the following extracts from his address 
as printed in The Daily Socialist: 

‘*But we must have more than a 
philosophyv—something more than a de- 
sire for peace—more than resolutions, 
pravers or peace conferences. We must 
organize the stern and vigorous forces 
of human society that settle the ques- 
tion of peace and war for us. 

‘‘We must have representatives in - 
the parliaments of the world where the 
declarations of war are made. It is 
not enough to stand outside and peti- 
tion. The powers of peace must be 
able to go inside the parliaments, sit 
down there and vote against war. 

‘¢And this must be, not in some one 
nation alone, but international. And 
even this will not suffice unless these 
representatives in parliament are sup- 
ported by the economic and industrial 
power of the people outside—organ- 
ized, disciplined, and determined. 

Socialism War’s Greatest Foe. 

‘“Now the Socialist movement meets 
all the requirements of the situation. 
It is international. Tt has the under- 
standing of the economie causes of 
war. It offers the program of econom- 
ie reconstruction upon which perma 
nent peace can rest. It has its repre- 
sentatives in every important parlia 
ment of the world. excepting the con- 
gress of the United States. And it 
has already brought to bear upon the 
problem the organized power of the 
working class, not only on the political 
field, but upon the industrial and eco 
nomie as well. International Socialism 
has already prevented several wars 
and when Socialism has fully devel:

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BARBER’S FOUR CHOICE COWS. 


O. L. Barber, one of the aspiring and 
successful young dairy farmers of this 
community, (St. Lawrence County) has 
just finished an official test of four of 
his dairy animals, under the supervis- 
ion of Mr. Palmer, a representative of 
the experiment station. Mr. Barber 
brought out the four animals with ex- 
cellent records for this, the first test 
that he has ever made. 

Aaggie Pietertje DeKol 46216, an 
eleven vear old cow, under adverse con- 
ditions, made the good record of 451.3 
Ibs. milk, butter fat 17.953 Ibs. for 
seven days tested. Her best milking 
was 66 lbs. milk for the 
day sand her test was’ 5 per 
cent. Counting butter 80 per cent. fat 
this would make her record in pounds 
of butter 22.438. This fine dairy mother 
is a daughter of the great Paul Bee:s 
who sold for $1,000 at eleven years of 
age. He was the sire of Segis Aaggie 
DeKol Beets, the sweepstake winner in 
that great cumpetition of 40 cows that 
stood in a ring at Syracuse State Fair 
last year. Mr. Barber has helped the 
fame of Paul Beets. This Aaggie L. 
Pietertje DeKol is a capacious dairy 
animal. You see those things in her 
that appeal to you and which make up 
the conformation of great performers 
at the milk pail. 

Copia Mercedes DeKol 69094, is an- 
other fine dairy cow. She is younger 
and does not show the capacity of 
Aaggie L. She appeals to you in be- 
ing a good strong rugged animal which 
stands a good lot of feed and that has 
the ability to transform the energy of 
it into milk. Copia gave 571.4 lbs. 
milk, which yielded 20.408 fat, which 
would make 25.6 Ibs. of butter 80 per 
cent. fat for the 7 davs. Her best test 
was 4.4 and her best day’s milking 90 
Ibs. Copia is certainly a great cow. 

Lilith Pauline Korndyke DeKol is 
another good animal. She  laeks 
a little in size, but has the bodily con- 
tour that stamps -a good performer. 
She has a wonderful milk vein develop- 
ment. She gave 545.5 lbs. milk which 
vielded 16.849 fat, equal to 21 Ibs. but- 
ter. 80 per cent. fat. 

Geneva DeKol Pauline Sadie made a 
good feeord. She gave 454 lbs. milk, 
13.257 fat, 16.5 butter. This record 
was made 160 days after freshening. 
Geneva is a good dairy animal. 

Mr. Barber is enthusiastic over test- 
ing and will test the cows another year. 
Great credit is due him for there are 
few who bring out 25 pounders on their 
first test. Mr. Barber feels that it 
pays the farmer to keep only the best 
of dairy animals. They are but highly 
organized machines to him to trans- 
form the products he raises on his farm 





into another form of energy that we 
eall milk. He wants the best machine 
possible to do this and his test shows 
that he has found good ones.

PRESERVING WOODWORK.

Stoppage of the milk in a cow or 
heifed is usually brought on by abnor- 





If a cow 
or heifer has a sore at the point of the 
teat so that it is difficult to get the 
milk from the teat, it is advisable to 
wash the teat with an antiseptic solu- 
tion, then by dipping a Teat Plug into 
the antiseptie solution, then into a little 
healing ointment and passing it into 
the point of the teat, permitting same 
to be retained from one milking to an- 
other.

‘‘In view of the discussions in your 
paper of the value of molasses as a 
food for milch cows, | take pleasure in 
sending you a report on comparative 
feeding at Monadnock Farms for a 
period of upwards of five months think- 
ing it may be of intere-t. This was a 
comparative test of two different ra- 
tions. At Farm No. 2 the feed con- 
sisted of one-third gluten and two- 
thirds sucerne to the amount of eight 
quarts, or about nine pounds a day. At 
Farm No. 3, mixed feed and _ gluten 
(half and half) and molasses were 
used, the latter at the rate of one pint 
to each cow night and morning on the 
hay and ensilage. At each farm the 
cows had one feed of ensilage and one 
of hay daily. The average cost of the 
grain ration at Farm No. 2 was $53 a 
month, and the average cost of the 
grain and molasses at Farm No. 3 was 
$45.50. The records are as follows, the 
tests extending from Oct. 3, 1908, to 
Feb. 27, 1909, the first column repre- 
senting the number of cows in the 
test, the second the date on which the 
week ended. the third the pounds of 
milk produced during that week:

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The average number of cows on Farm 
No. 2 were 16.5, and the average vield 
of milk per cow for 22 weeks was 105.2 
Ibs. On Farm No. 3 the average yield 
of milk per cow for 22 weeks was 121.4 
Ibs. Tt will therefore be observed that 
Farm No. 3, having the combined ra- 
tions of grain and molasses, produced 
16.2 pounds of milk per cow per week 
in exeess of Farm No. 2, or about 13 
per cent. gain, whereas the cost of the 
feeding ration was $8 a month less.’’
